While this pleasing not surpris- 
ing view the superior merits Guernsey products 
compared with the products other breeds. 

easy produce contest milk, but there are few essen- 
tials that must observed. will endeavor indicate these 
essentials, and tell how prepared the winning samples for 
the last National Dairy Show, hoping that others who wish 
help secure for the Guernsey cow her just reward 
nition may benefit from our experience. 

you wish enter cream, select three four cows, but 
you intend enter milk select only one cow. You lessen 
the possibility contamination using 
Select one that has been milking several months but still 
giving good flow milk. Select one that gives rich milk. 
Butter fat tests will tell you the richness each cow’s milk. 
Select one that tests least per cent. 

Yellow milk appeals the human side the judge, and 
makes the sample taste better, therefore important 
select cow whose milk highly colored. Examine the ears 
and skin for yellow secretion, better still, put milk from 
several cows bottles and make comparisons. Green feed 
and carrots help cows color their milk deeper yellow. 

Select your cow some time advance, that there will 
necessity for rush the day the milk samples are 
prepared. The rules the show require that milk samples 
shall prepared specified date that all milk will 
the same age when judged. The date can found the 
entry blanks.

six eight and select the best four. Wash 

dozen new and unused bottles that are prop- 
erly shaped and are free from bubbles the 
glass. Wash carefully and examine very clean 
water for rinsing because the slightest speck from the water 
adhering the bottle will show the milk and prevent 
perfect score. 

Use clean milking pail, and wash another pail for pouring 
the milk back and forth after milking. This process thorough- 
mixes and areates the milk. Make hoop heavy wire 
about twelve inches diameter serve holder for the 
strainer cloth. Use thickness filter cloth, canton 
flannel and place layer absorbent cotton top the 
cloth. Fasten the cloth and cotton the wire hoop with 
clothes pins safety pins. Let the cloth hang down the 
hoop little that the milk will have basin like place 
which rest passes through the strainer. The milk 
poured from one pail the other three four times, then 
through the strainer that will run directly into the bottles. 
One man holds the strainer while the other pours. Let the 
bottles fill until they overflow. This precaution removes 
any foreign matter that might top the milk. Before 
capping shake the bottle slightly throw out some the 
milk that the cap can properly placed. Fill all the 
bottles before you start cap them. Use caps from tube 
possible, handling them possible. Just before 
putting them into the bottle swish them back and forth 


little milk the bottom one the operation 
will remove any dust bits card board adhering them. 

After placing the cap, run the point clean knife around 
the outer edge the cap snugly This 
important prevent bottle. After the cap isplaced 
put right top the first and run your knife 
blade around it, then turn the bottle upside down and see 
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leaks. try third cap. not send leaky bottle. 
Over the caps and the top the bottle place tin-foil 
card board cap, clamped around the neck the bottle with 
metal ring, rubber finger stall. The outside cap 
necessary protect the pouring lip the bottle, and pre- 
vent water from the ice which the bottle will later 
packed, from softening the inside cap and leaking into the 
milk. 

Now that the milk has been bottled warm, and the bottles 
capped, the milk should placed box containing cracked 
ice. not use salt sawdust the cracked ice. Use 
plain cracked ice, and stand the bottles upright. 

will next explain some precautions observe preparing 
the cow, and the equipment above described. 

The cow should thoroughly washed with brush, soap, 
and water before being milked. this week before she 
produce your sample milk, otherwise you will frighten 
her and she will not give her milk. The milker should 
freshly bathed and shaved that dirt will not drop from 
him his clothes into the pail. should wear fresh, clean 
clothes. They need not white, but they must 
should discard considerable milk from each quarter, not just 
few squirts, but quart from all four. This precaution 
removes any bacteria and makes the milk for the sample 
somewhat richer. The milker should move his hands 
more than necessary. Excess motion will cause skin and 
dirt drop into the pail. Milk into hooded pail, but 
not milk through cloth. better let particle which 
might fall into float around than dissolve 
continuous squirts milk. can strained out, but 
once dissolved there for good, rather bad. Cover 
the pail with cloth soon milking finished and keep 
until the pouring done. 

Feeding needs attention only far prevent the cow 
from eating something that will taint her milk, such wild 
weeds garlic. fed couple hours before the milk 
drawn there little danger contaminating the milk 
from her feed. Green feed when fed several days before the 
samples are taken will color the milk some, but not make 
any sudden changes feed, for the change, rather than the 
feed, may upset her and give the milk unnatural qualities. 

Everything should clean possible course, but 
the most important item sterilization. order obtain 
low bacteria counts absolutely essential have all the 
utensils sterile, and low bacteria counts are worth per 
cent. (wrong, but fact). Place the bottles upside down 
new case. new case required prevent rust from the 
wires from sticking the pouring lip the bottle. The 
bottles are placed upside down that dust dirt will fall 
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out the bottle and not the bottom. 

Wrap the wire hoop and the attached strainer cloth and 
cotton clean cloth along with second cloth used 
cover the milking pail both before and after milking, and 
put these and the two pails and any other equipment that 
you intend use steam sterilizer and sterilize long and 
thoroughly. Steam better than chemicals. better 
sterilize two consecutive days. Nothing will contaminate 
milk quickly unsterilized milking pail strainer 
cloth. you have not already steam sterilizer you can 
make one out two wash tubs, one little smaller than the 
other. Put two three inches water the bottom one, 
put the pails, bottles and strainer cloth into it, and cover all 
with the second tub. Put the tubs with the equipment 
the stove and steam for one half hour. The fellow that uses 
simple equipment like this more apt win than the big 
fellow with all his sanitary piping, coolers, clarifiers and 
bottlers, because the chances for contamination are much 
less. 

not uncover the things until they are used. 

The simple equipment—two pails, strainer cloth and the 
bottles have been described. The cow has been properly 
fed, cleaned, and milked; the milk while still warm has been 
mixed, strained, and put into the bottles; the bottles have 
been triple capped, and set into cracked ice. After the milk 
has cooled least one half hour lift the bottles gently. 
Note the cream line; should deep, clear, and distinct. 
Raise the bottle until the bottom the level with the eye, 
having good light your back. Tilt the top the bottle 
gently and examine the bottom the milk for the tiniest 
moving speck settling floating. present not 
send that bottle, they all have some specks send those 
with the fewest specks. there are many, you might try 
re-strain the milk. There danger contamination 
re-straining, but better than sending dirty samples. 

The last precaution properly pack the bottles milk 
box for safe shipment the show. Any tin metal 
box, even wooden box that will hold the cracked ice will 
suffice. should strong enough stand shipping and 
large enough hold sufficient ice last until reaches the 


especiallu during hot weather. use specially 


built box, which metal inside and outside, with wood 
between. tin holder keeps the bottles place. 
have also used, with perfect satisfaction, big tin cracker 
box, slipped inside wooden box. One advantage the 
latter that does not have returned.
